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The Civic Health and Beauty Parade. 


The inspiring spectacle of some two thousand Fort Wayne chil- 
dren revelling in the unbounded delights of the long automobile 
^gcte traversed by the civic health and beauty parade Thursday after- 
j^Vn had a much deeper significance than the transitory enjoyment 
of the youthful participants, splendid as that was. It meant much 
jn.ire than an outing all their own for the children, ivith a band, with 
firp apparatus, with flags and a twenty-five mile ride about the 
streets of Fort Wayne amid the plaudits of thousands who from 
^^ iiidows, porches and sidewalks waved a greeting to the juveniles 
a]id enjoyed it almost as much as did the youngsters. 


The parade was^an individual phase of the civic health and 
beauty campaign which has beenln progress in Fort Wayne foj- some 
weeks, and in which the thousands of children have enlisted with 
a fine enthusiasm and a splendid devotion. They have undertaken a 
work of vast importance to Fort Wayne as a city. Cleanliness of 
yards and home surroundin.gs is the very basis of public health, and 
sanitation counts for more than do doctors and their prescriptions, 
while as a contribution to material beauty the bringing of neatness, 
orderliness and attractiveness is very much to be desired. 
These 
. two thousand children have been giving their enthusiastic efforts as a 
contribution to the general result. The parade was a relaxation and 
a reward for them, but more than that it gave we older folk a con- 
ception of the extent of the propaganda that we had perhaps failed to 
grasp. It made very clear the fact that the civic health and beauty 
work as it is being carried forward in Fort Wayne is a tremend- 
ously big thing and a tremendously important thing. It will count 
in Fort Wayne's future as well as in its present, for the lesson it is 
implanting in the young mind will be enduring. If any had doubted 
the practical reality of the civic beauty and health campaign, that 
doubt should have been completely banished by the big pageant of 
the children on Thursday.

These totals include 
figures for 118 
railroad 
repair 
shops 
which reported the construction of 11,- 
049 new cars, valued at $12,811,087, 
and seven establishments engaged pri- 
marily in other lines of 
manufacture 
but which produced 4,481 railway cars, 
valued 
at- $3,178,677, 
as 
subsidiary 
products. 
For 1909 there were reported 
280 establishments which manufactured 
101,243 cars, valued at $102,147,396. 
Of these 280 establishments, 140 were 
railroad repair shops which constructed 
14,792 
cars, valued at 
$13,952,923, 
and sixteen were establishments engaged 
primarily in other industries but. wliich 
built 8,981 cars, valued at $5,934,871, 
as subsidiary products. 
The number of 
establishments engaged in tliis industry 
thus decreased by thirty-eight, or 13.6 
per cent, during, the five-year period; 
but tlie number of cars built increased 
by 36.5 per cent while their value in- 
creased by 61.6 p«r cent.

It will occur to most folks, however, that there have been far too many 
of those detached incidents in the past nine months, varying only in 
the degree to which they offered affront and deliberate insult to the 
United States. 
Fiendish ingenuity in devising taunt and insult 
(could scarcely be exceeded by the performance of the Mexican fac- 
tions of one sort and another in devising new form of offense. It has 
amounted to positive genius. 


Secretary Lansing's formal statement to the South and Cen- 
tral American nations, setting forth the purpose of the United 
States in its attitude toward Mexico is most timely. It will keep the 
i^cord clear. The world is given to understood that if the United 
States is finally forced to intervene in Mexico it will be for the sole 
purpose of defense and to restore order and safety, with no program 
for territorial acquisition and no desire to meddle in affairs not our 
own.

Further indications that the Mexican 
people are being told that the United 
States is the aggressor in the present 
crisis and that Mexico has the moral 
support of all foreign nations were con- 
tained today in the following dispatches 
to the local consulate from the official 
information bureau 
in Mexico 
City: 
"Cable messages from Buenos Aires say 
that newspapers of that city are em- 
pha'ti« in their disapproval of any possi- 
ble intervention by the United States 
in the affairs of Mexico." 


Overnight reports from along the bor- 
der were more or less routine in charac-

indicating 
that 
in the American 
towns the people were passively await- 
ing developments.

Uncle Sam Sets Out His 
Purposes to South 
America. 


Washington, 
June 
23.—Secretary 
Lansing has sent a memorandum to the 
diplomatic representatives of South and 
Central American nations reviewing the 
situation existing between the United 
States and Mexico and^annoimcing that 
if hostilities should eventuate the pur- 
pose of the United States would be to 
defend itself against further invasion 
and not intervene in Mexican affairs. 


The memorandum, dated June 21, fol- 
lows : 


I inclose for your information a copy 
of this government's note of June 20 to 
the secretary of foreign relations of the 
de facto government of Mexico on the 
subject of the presence of American 
troops in Mexican territory. This com- 
mimication states clearly the critical 
relations existing between tliis govern- 
ment and the de facto government of 
Mexico and the causes which have led 
up to the present situation. 


Should this situation eventuate into 
hostilities, which this government would 
deeply regret and will use every honor- 
abl(} effort to avoid. I take this oppor- 
tunity to inform you that this govern- 
ment would have for its object, not in- 
tervention in Mexican affairs with all 
the 
regrettable 
consequences 
whicli 
might result from such a policy,, but the 
defense of American territory from fur- 
ther invasion by bands of armed Mexi- 
cans, protection of American 
citizens 
and property along the boundary from 
outrages committed 
by 
such bandits, 
and the prevention of future depreda- 
tions by force of 
arms 
against the 
marauders 
infesting this region 
and 
against a government which is encourag- 
ing and aiding them in their activities. 


Hostilities, in short, would be simply 
a state of international war without 
purpose on the part of the United States 
other than to end the conditions which 
menace our national peace and 
the 
safety of our citizens.

WHY BAKE YOUR OWN 
BREiO TOE DiYS? 


Modern, Scientifically Pre- 
pared Loaf is Yours 
for the Asking.

The commercial baking of bread oi:ght 
to be a subject of very large interest to 
the housewife of Amcrica—perhaps of 
deeper interest than the manufacture of 
almost any other article of foocl. 


For many generations the housewife 
has maintained a very justifiable pride 
in her ability to produce for her house- 
hold in good quality this most necessary 
article of diet. 
Time 
Avas when 
she 
prided herself as much on her ability to 
weave cloth and make it into garments 
for her family, and to produce many of 
the other family necessities which she 
now purchases. 


She has reluctantly abandoned many 
of these habits, and only as the commer- 
cial producer has reached the point of 
surpassing her in his particular field. She 
still clings to her habit of home baking, 
not because she can produce better bread 
or efTect any real economy by so doing, 
but because she is largely a creature of 
habit—and is reluctant to give over this 
ancient 
household 
art 
into other 
and 
more efficient hands. 


Custom makes slaves of us all, and 
this is no more true of the housewife 
than of her husband, who clings as tena- 
ciously to the 
old ideas, even 
though 
they are untenable, and so continues an 
unnecessary drudgery in the household. 
Home-Made Versus Baker's Bread. 
The baking of good bread is not only 
an «art, it is a science which few house- 
keepers understand. 


By good bread I do not mean bread 
that is snowy white, or especially pleas- 
ing to the eye, but bread that is thor- 
oughly fermented and baked, possessing 
the highest food value. 


From, this 
standpoint 
the 
modern 
commercial baker far . surpasses the aver- 
age housewife. 
In most instances he 
uses better flour—not necessarily higher 
priced flour (for with his large purchas- 
ing power he can buy the same grades of 
flour at much lower prices than can the 
housev/ife), but flour more suitable for 
producing the highest food value in the 
loaf. 
He possesses equipment and facil- 
ities for producing the best results, that 
are beyond the reach of the housewife 
to acquire. 


The modern high-^peed, mixing 
ma- 
chine. which in point of cleanlinesB and 
sanitation far surpasses her hand mlx- 
•ng methods—and in point of full and 
perfect development of the flour, is for 
superior to any machine which is avail- 
able for her use—was the first great step 
toward the scientific loaf. 


The modern dough room in which fer- 
mentation—a sensitive and delicate pro- 
cess—now 
takes 
place in a 
perfectly 
controlled, washed and purified atmos- 
phere, tempered and humidified to just 
the right point, brings about a perfect 
development'in the dough. 
, 


No household oven can compare with 
the modern baker's oven, in which is 
continualljr maintained that steady tem- 
perature 80 essential to perfect baking. 
Don't FoU«w Food F«da«-Invfftifitt. 


In these days of food fads the house- 
wife might profitably turn her attention 
to a real investigation of the comiiiercial 
loaf produced under modern condition^ 
in the modern and perfectly 
equipped 
biead factories of today—and I should 
probably add that I refer in these re- 
marks only to 
?uch bakeries, one or 
more of which is to be found in almost 
anj' American community, usually under 
the management of a baker affiliaied 
with the national trade organization. 


The well-made, commercial loaf is not 
only far superior in food value to that 
which the housewife produces at honit, 
but comes nearer supplying her 
table 
with a balanced ration than any other 
common article of food. 


^Vhile the 
price of everything 
else 
which goes on her table has advanced 
from seventy-five to one hundred 
per 
cent., baker's bread has advanced nnt 
more than twenty-five per cent., ami 
constitutes by far the cheapest article 
of diet for her family. 


The flour used by the average modern 
baker is richer in gluten or protein (the 
indispensable element for growings chil- 
dren) 
than 
that 
used 
by the 
house- 
wife. 


The modern commercial baker supplies 
a superior product; and to the hous" 
wife who is willing to lay aside the 
time-honored, household burden of mak- 
ing bread, furnishes a superior service 
either indirectly through a dealer, or 
directly to her own table. 


Once 
the 
prejudice 
against 
baker's 
broad is laid aside, few housewives ever 
return to hoiiie baking, unless they .ire 


careless and unfortunate in their selec-: 
tion of a baker; and since commercial 
bread is now made to suit almost i>iiy[ 
taste in flavor and form, there iff littl« 
room for disappointment or excuse for 
not getting the article desired. 


I should like to urge upon the atten- 
tion of the housewife that in evety 
com- 
munity 
those 
bakers 
who 
maintain 
membership in their national trade or- 
ganization 
will be 
found to conform 
more nearly to her ideals—in point of 
cieanlincps—sanitation—and 
high 
qiwi-- 
ity of product than those who have n i l 
come under this improving influence.

The lesBoiiB for the past three 
months extend over a period of per* 
haps fifteen years, from A. D. 37 or 40 
to A. D. 52 or 56. It IB the hlBtory 
of an ever expanding church and the 
ever widening Influence of the work 
which Jesus begaii and continued to 
do after his resurrection, through the 
Holy Spirit No adequate or proper 
review can be conducted without the 
aid of a map. If none is available, 
take a large sheet of manila paper 
and let some of the scholars make 
an outline, map showing the strategic 
centers, Jerusalem, Damascus, Anti» 
och and as far west as Philipp!, also 
the country involved, the coast line 
of the "Great Sea," etc. It is a good 
idea not to locate thè chief cities, but 
have pupils attach to the map small, 
round, red and white stickers on 
which might be printed the name of 
each city. Then other pupils might 
trace on the map the course of Paul's 
journeys. If all of this work is done 
in the presence of the entire school it 
will aid greatly in holding attention 
as well as placing before the schol« 
ars a visible delineation of the lands 
involved in this portion of sacred his- 
tory. The most outstanding incidents 
which have been studied during the 
past quarter, such as the conversion 
of Saul, the healing of Aeneas, the 
raising of Dorcas, Peter's visit to Cor- 
nelius, etc., could also be located 
geographically by means of thumb 
tacks with tags attached. A most in- 
teresting review would be to organ- 
ize in the school a number ot travel 
clubs. Let each club come prepared 
to give a "travelogue," or travel talk, 
describing some of the chief events, 
such as the Damascus journey, 
a 
Journey to Joppa, to ilyprus, to Iconi- 
um. from Antioch to Jerusalem, etc. 
Let the pupils write out their ac- 
counts and as each is written have 
some scholar indicate on the map the 
places Involved, and others hang up 
in plain sight of the entire school a 
piece of cardboard bearing a single 
sentence indicative of the leading les-' 
eon of the event described. This lat- 
ter will mean to use a sentence or 
parts of sentences as: 
"We are inen 
of like passions as ybu." Thé 'ele- 
ment of contest could be employed by 
having all the pupils in a given de* 
partment bring such sentences relat- 
ing to the lessons on cards, and let 
that scholar who can bring the great- 
est number of sentences be declared 
the winner. 
The teacher must of 
course help materially in such a con- 
test by direct suggestion and by en- 
couraging the pupils to undertake the 
task before them. 


For the adult and older 'teen age 
classes it might be well to assign to' 
different scholars a number of great; 
problems which have been treated in 
the lessons of the quarter, and let 
each come to the class prepared to 
read a brief essay or to discuss thoj 
subject assigned, relating it of course 
to the work of the review. 
(Lesson

the church be aroused to the greatj 
work of missions." (Lesson VIII);

STiTES SHOW MEED 
OF PREPnESS 


Mobilization Places Chosen 
Are Not All Easily 
Accessible. 


Washington, D. C., June 23.—The old- 
fashioned way of doing tilings got a fine 
swat in the eye and the present agita 
tion for preparedness got a big boost 
when the order calling out 
the 
United 
States militia was issued. 


Points picked for mobilization in gome 
of the largest states are out-of-the-way 
places on single-track railroads, where it 
will take two or three diiys to concen- 
trate the troops and two or three more 
days to get them out! 


This is largely the fault of the states, 
no better places for mobilizing the troops 
having been provided. 


Some states pick their 
militia 
camps 
with an eye 
to 
giving 
the 
national 
guardsmen fine vacation outings when 
4hey are called to camp—at least the 
locations can be justified on 
no 
other 
theory. 


Pennsylvania is a 
glaring 
example. 
This state has the second largest na- 
tional guard in the country—nine regi- 
ments of infantry, one of cavalry, one 
regiment of field artille^, 
two 
com- 
panies of engineers, one signal corps bat- 
talion, two field hospitals and two ambu- 
lance companies. 


This force, comprising nearly 
11,000 
men, is to be mobilized, under the gov- 
ernment order, a t Mount Gretna, which 
is in Lebanon county, Pennsylvania, on 
the Cornwall & Lebanon railroad, and 
contains one hundred people 1 


North CJarolina's 
militiamen 
are 
to 
mobilize at Morehead City, which is on 
the Norfolk Southern, a branch railroad, 
south of New Bern. All the troops must 
be moved through New Bern, then on to 
Morehead City, for the camp. Coming 
out, they must be moved again through 
New Bern before they can be sent to 
their destination. 


Michigan's mobilization point is Gray- 
ling, on the Mackinaw branch 
of 
the 
Michigan Central, north of Bay City. As 
most of the militia come from southern 
Michigan, they will have to be moved 
north to Grayling over this single branch 
railroad, and moved back south again af- 
ter the mobilization. 


West Virginia was asked to mobilize 
at Terra Alta, a mountain town of 1,000 
people, on the Baltimore & Ohio. 
This 
location probably will be disregarded by 
the state authorities for a more central 
point, probably Charleston.

In his weekly 
crop report, 
Vice-

bash, includes sugar beets and their 
prospects for the first time. 
Thds is 
becoming: quite an important part of 
the farm products of Indiana, 
Ohio 
and Mlchigran and concerning the out- 
look Mr. Maxwell states "there is a 
much larger acreage of sugar 
beets 
this year than last and the conditions 
are very favorable. 
Cultivation 
has 
been retarded, however, by wet weath- 
er and in many places the beet fields 
are very 
weedy. 
Concerning 
other 
crops, the bulletin says: Tlie pastures 
are doing fine and timothy crop pros- 
pects are excellent. The corn in the 
three states named has been planted 
and is badly in need of warm, drj' 
weather. In some places the seed rot- 
ted in the wet soil and other damage 
Is reported from lowlands. The pros- 
pects for a large crop of oats are good. 
Some sections report slight damages 
by the wet weather. There is no re- 
port of damages by the 
fly 
in 
the 
wfheat fields and the prospects for a 
fairly good crop are improving. 
The 
rains have damaged the crop in places, 
but dry and warm weather will bring 
an mprovement. Threshing will com- 
mence in some parts about July 1.

You ask me why

to this old cursed world, and I tell you 
it was on account of sin; you ask me 
to tell you which is the better man, the 
drunkard or the 
moral 
man, and I 
would tell you the moral man. 
You 
ask which is the better woman, the har- 
lot or a woman who goes about attend- 
ing to her own business, and I would 
tell you the latter woman, but if you 
were to stand them all up side by side, 
and ask God's opinion and he says, in 
his word in Romans 3-23, there is no 
difference.

If you were to ask a hundred kids what 
fish they had caught the most of the 
answer would more than likely be the 
perch. 
So it is and has been with a 
"hundred" and tens of thousands of older 
fishermen. 


The perch takes rank perhaps, as the 
most prolific fish found in our waters to- 
day. 
He responds readily to the little 
boy fishing with a pin and thread in the 
park ponds of the great cities. 


Chugging for pike along the great lakes 
generally finds the perch ready and will- 
ing to take the minnow, dead or alive, to 
increase the catch of the chugger. Casting 


with either live minnows or spoons, still- 
fishing with worms, fishing through the 
ice or even casting the fly will result in 
the catching of the perch. 


The yellow perch is the member we 
have particular reference to, as his hab- 
itat is not confined to a restricted area, 
as is the white brother. 
The white perch 
come in from the sea and are taken in 
the eastern waters that flow into the At- 
lantic. 


Perch are easily located. 
They like 
water over gravel and 
stony 
bottoms 
along the streams and the shallow por- 
tions of the lakes and ponds. 


That perch are regarded as a good eat- 


ing fish as well as ona that renders much 
sport to the hook and line fisherman. Is 
evidenced by the fact that the different 
state fish commissions have planted mil- 
lions. 


Perch as a rule run in schools and for 
this reason the still-fisher who gets Into 
one of these schools generally makes a 
big haul, while the fly fisherman often 
takes them three at a crack. 


Bait with small minnows is your first 
bet; angleworms, pieces of fish and craw- 
fish come next. 
Fish either from shore 
or boat as you choose. 


Most any line will do. and, If still-fish- 
ing, use a little sinker, a bobber, and 
hook from 6 to 7, should be about right.

"The product of the rubber trees of

tnick and motorcycle of 1916. 


"It is difficult to realize that rubber's

rubber.' 


"Rubber was introduced into the L'lu- 
ted States in 1800, which, by i n odd 
coincidence, was the 
year 
of 
Charles 
Hoodyear's birth. 
Half a century later 
a Boston navigator brought from Brazil 
:i number of pairs of boots which Jiad 
iifcn coated with the coagulated milk of 
the rubber trees. 
Their popularity was 
immediate, on account of their impervi- 
ou3ness to water. 
But more than two 
centuries previously a Madrid writer had 
chronicled the fact that Spaniards in the 
New World made a practice of waxing 
their canvas cloaks with the rubber juicc 
to keep out the rain. 
Our common noun 
'mackintosh' is a tribute to the caniii- 
ness of a Scotchman, Charles Mackin- 
tosh, who improved on this early rain- 
coat by dissolving rubber in naphtha and 
spreading a thin layer of the solution 
between two pieces of cloth. 
From the 
double thickness he made waterproof« 
thnt 
won world-wide 
popularity. 


"The han'esting of rubber 
consti- 
tutes a chapter In human 
experience 
which for adventure, romance, suffer- 
ing and daring rivals that of the pur- 
suit of almost any other 
commodity 
prized by man. the lure of gold alone 
excepted. Under the direction and spur 
of the white explorer and trader, the 
native rubber gatherers plunge through 
the fetid, snake-infested jungJea of the 
Ama!5on, the Orinoco, and the Congo, 
making incisions an inch and a half 
long, three-eighths of an Inch wide and 
a half Inch deep in the bark of the 
tropical trees w'hich sometimes attain [ 
a heig'ht of 60 feet and a circumference 
of 8 feet. Beneath these "wounds" the 
native attaches small cups to catCh the 
rul)lj6r-milk, %vhich is not the sap of 
the tree. The average P a r a rubber tree 
yields two ounces of milk a day.

coagulation in the smoke of a wood 
and palm nut fire this milk yields one 
third its weight of the prized rubber, 
the normal annual production of a tree 
being 10 pounds of rubber, and 
the 
flow continues fairly constant for a 
number of years. 


"While the most approved method of 
reducing the nillk to rubber in South 
America Is by coagulation in smoke, 
natives of Africa frequently resort to 
the practice of covering their bodies 
with the fluid as It is taken from the 
tree, and after there has been sufficient 
evaporation the rubber is scraped off 
and molded into cubes. In 
the 
Fiji 
islands the rubber workers use their 
mouths as 'retorts' or 'separators,' the 
rubber pellets as they form being taken 
in the fingers and molded Into balls. 


"One of the by-products of rubber 
harvesting and one which promises ex- 
tensive development, since plantations 
of these trees have been successful in 
Sumatra, Ceylon and the Straits set- 
tlements, is the rubber 
seed, 
which 
yields almost half its weight of an oil 
closely resemiDling linseed 
oil, 
and 
adapted to the same uses. 


"There are many varieties of rub- 
ber protfucing trees, vines and shrubs, 
the most valuable species being that 
which yields the standard 'para' and 
which grows over an area of a million 
square miles in Brazil alone. 


"The world production of rubber dur- 
ing the year preceding the European 
war was 151,000 tons, of wOilch Brazil 
produced 40,000 tons, her nearest com- 
petitor, the Dutch E a s t Indies, yield- 
ing 8,000 tons. The United States in 
that 5'ear Imported more than 
twice 
as much of the raw product as Great 
Britain, which stood second as a buyer. 
For our 57,000 tons, $90,000,000 was 
paid."
